Ring & ride 
users down 
by 100,000 

The number of trips taken by Ring and Ride users 
in the West Midlands has dropped by more than 
100,000 compared to a year ago, new figures claim. 

It comes after a 60p charge for a single fare was 
introduced in April to help with the running costs of 
the service used by elderly and disabled people to get 
around the region. 

Bosses blame the current economic climate, with 
the rising cost of living, for fewer trips being made. 

Ring and Ride started in 1983 and is operated by 
the West Midlands Special Needs Transport charity. 
It receives funding from the seven councils in the 
region but due to budget cuts, financial support was 
cut. 

New figures from the transport authority Centro 
show that from April 1 until September 30 this year 
760,738 passenger trips have been undertaken. 
That compares to 889,644 for the same period the 
year before. 

Charging 

They are contained within a report where a recom¬ 
mendation has also been made to continue charging 
users next year. 

It also states the number of new people registering 
to use the service has held steady by comparison. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford said a survey 
of a sample of users in September indicated 99 per 
cent were satisfied overall with the Ring and Ride 
service and he added: “Given the general decline in 
the economy and increasing cost of living we would 
consider there are a number of users generally 
making less trips. 

“Meeting venues and day centre provision are also 
under pressure which impacts on trips taken.” 

Richard Worrall from the Walsall Pensioners Con¬ 
vention and a member of the National Pensioners 
Convention working group on public transport said 
he was not surprised the numbers had gone down. 
“Sixty pence does not sound much but how much is 
it to someone that gets out more than once a week.” 

30 are chasing 
every new home 

Housing chiefs have been inundated by people 
making inquiries about new council homes being 
built in the borough. 

Council chiefs say more than 30 bids per property 
have been made. Work is under way at five sites 
after the council secured £4.3 million in funding 
from the Homes and Communities Agency. A total of 
72 new council homes are due to be complete early 
next year. Council bosses say they have already 
started advertising homes at four of the sites. 

The properties are the first council homes to be 
built in Dudley for almost 20 years. 

The sites include a 19-property development on a 
former council garage site in Wood Road, Lower 
Gornal. This includes two, three and four bedroom 
family houses and apartments. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, said: “Properties at 
Norwood Road, Blackthorn Road, Tenacre Lane and 
Wood Road have been advertised so far and on 
average each property has received 30-40 eligible 
bids. The council is checking references of successful 
applicants.” 

It was revealed over the summer that those 
wanting to move into the new houses are being sub¬ 
jected to additional checks. That includes potential 
householders being visited at home and having to 
provide references. If the measures prove useful 
they may be extended to other lettings. 


Injured victim taking action against jailed man 

KILLER CAR 
DRIVER SET 
TO BE SUED

A getaway driver who killed a motorist and 
hurt two other people while hurtling through a 
red light at 50mph while fleeing from a 
bungled raid on a Black Country store is to be 
sued for damages despite being an uninsured 
motorist. 

Robert Maxfield, who had com¬ 
mitted 71 offences over the previ¬ 
ous 11 years and was on licence 
from prison at the time of the 
horror smash, is now serving at 
least four and a half years behind 
bars. 

He will only be considered for 
release when he is no longer regarded 
as a danger to the public after being 
jailed indefinitely at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court earlier this week. 

The 33-year-old from Ernest Road, 
Dudley was at the wheel of a Subaru 
Impreza that careered across the junction of Churchbridge 
Road and Park Street, Oldbury into a Fiat Punto, fatally 
injuring driver Tauseef Shaukat, of Smethwick, who was 
to marry on his 25th birthday 48 hours later. Two passen¬ 
gers in the victim’s car were also hurt, one seriously. 

One of those men, 44-year-old Harbhajan Singh from 
Smethwick has launched a civil action against Maxfield 
who was not insured because he was disqualified when the 
crash happened on June 13. Mr Singh suffered a fractured 
neck and four months later is still wearing a brace and 
unable to work. 

Collision 

He said: “What happened that night is still a blur. It has 
been very hard to cope with what happened and the after- 
math of the collision.” 

His solicitor Hilary Wetherell added: “Whilst nothing 
will turn the clock back for Harbhajan who not only suf¬ 
fered the tragic loss of a close friend but was also left with 
serious injuries, it is important, now that criminal pro¬ 
ceedings are concluded, that we pursue civil proceedings. 

“In situations such as this, where the defendant driver 
was not insured, the Motor Insurers Bureau, a fund set up 
by the motor insurance industry, is able to provide com¬ 
pensation to the innocent victims of road traffic collisions. 

‘We will now be working with the MIB’s solicitors to 
hopefully agree a settlement.” 

Maxfield was escaping with two teenagers who minutes 
earlier had broken into the Co-op shop in Brandhall while 
he waited outside in the high-powered vehicle, prosecutor 
Miss Joanne Barker told the court. Judge John Warner 
jailed Maxfield, banned him from driving for seven years 
and said: “This was a quite deliberate act with dreadful 
consequences. You will only be released from prison when 
you are no longer considered to be a risk to the public.”

Dudley Council plans to shut the home in Compton 
Drive along with New Bridge House, Coseley, New Swin- 
ford Hall, Stourbridge, and Shenstone House, Halesowen, 
as part of a shake-up of adult social care services in the 
borough. 

Miss Hossack helped elderly residents fighting to stay at 
the ill-fated Underhill House, Bushbury, Wolverhampton. 

She also battled against care home closures in Stafford¬ 
shire and Nottinghamshire and worked on campaigns to 
keep homes open in Hull. 

New Bradley Hall campaign leader Mac Scott MBE said 
the initial meeting would take place within two weeks. 

“She was quite positive about our case, which has given 
us hope,” he said. “It will be just an initial meeting at this 
stage to see if there is a way that we could work with Miss 
Hossack but at least it keeps our campaign moving 
forward.” Resident Harry Griffiths, aged 78, who has been 
one of the leading members, said: “The council won’t beat 
us.”

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MP«calling for Hippodrome to be cleaned up

Dudley’s historic former Hippo¬ 
drome and Gala Bingo building is 
becoming a magnet for rubbish and 
graffiti, an MP has warned. Ian 
Austin says “enormous weeds” are 
growing around the building in 
Castle Hill. 

Graffiti on a wall is giving visitors 
a “terrible impression” of the town. 
Some of the paintwork on the front 
of the building is also peeling off, he 
said. The Dudley North MP Ian 


Austin is demanding the building is 
cleared up because of its position on 
a main gateway to the town. 

Council leader Les Jones 
responded to Mr Austin’s calls and 
assured him that work would be 
carried out this week. Dudley 
Council bought the building, which 
closed in 2009, to form part of rede¬ 
velopment plans for Castle Hill and 
the zoo. But it has remained empty 
since it was purchased in December. 


Mr Austin said: “The Castle Hill 
area should act as a gateway to the 
town centre and the Hippodrome 
should be a feature Dudley can be 
proud of. It’s just yards from two of 
town’s biggest tourist attractions - 
the zoo and castle, and the Black 
Country Museum but the paint is 
peeling, there are enormous weeds 
and there’s graffiti on the walls. 

“It gives a terrible impression of 
the town and I can’t understand 


why the council hasn’t sorted it out. 
How hard can it be to send a couple 
of workers down to tidy it up?” 

Councillor Jones said: “The old 
Hippodrome building is a key site in 
relation to our existing regenera¬ 
tion plans for Castle Hill. 

Options in relation to the site are 
currently being considered, all with 
the aim of ensuring Castle Hill is a 
gateway into the town we can all be 
proud of.” 


£80,000 
mosque 
fight bill 

The legal cost of halting 
plans for a new mosque 
being built in Dudley now 
stands at more than 
£80,000, according to latest 
figutres. 

They include fees for bar¬ 
risters and the cost of time 
for council legal staff. 

The charges have been 
mounting for more than 
three years. 

The authority is bidding 
to buy back land in Hall 
Street earmarked for the 
development because coun¬ 
cillors argue the land would 
be better suited to business 
use. 

Dudley Council’s Devel¬ 
opment Control planning 
committee last month 
refused to grant permission 
for the mosque to be built for 
the second time. 

Council Leader Council¬ 
lor Les Jones defended the 
expense and said: “It’s the 
right thing to do.” 

Figures released under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act reveal the council spent 
£45,750 on legal advice from 
N05 Chambers including 
the services of Anthony 
Crean QC, Tim Sheppard 
and Sharpe Pritchard in 
2008, 2009 and 2010. 

In addition, the cost based 
on time taken by internal 
legal staff is £34,298 but 
bosses stressed that this 
represented no additional 
cost to the authority as the 
work has been carried out 
by salaried workers of the 
authority.

Amputee Robert in 
fight over new legs 


A man who lost his limbs through meningitis says he feels “let 
down” by the NHS after being refused funding for a new pair of 
prosthetic legs. 

Robert Parsons, aged 29, has recently managed to start walking for 
the first time since his illness but says his current legs are unstable. 

He has fallen over and injured himself several times and applied for new legs 
with special knee joints to help him walk around. But his request has been 
turned down by NHS Dudley, as he is not seen as an “exceptional case”.

had the amputations after 
contracting blood poisoning 
through a complication of 
meningitis. 

He says he will pay a pro¬ 
portion of the costs for the 
£50,000 pair of legs using 
cash from a charity fund set 
up by his former boss, local 
philanthropist Geoff Hill. 

Mr Parsons, of Shenstone 
Avenue, Norton, Stour¬ 
bridge, was a delivery 
driver for Mr Hill’s electri¬ 
cal firm when he was struck 
down by the illness in 2000. 

Thousands of pounds 
were raised in weeks from 
donations by the public — 
and that has been used to 
kit out Mr Parsons’ home 
and buy him a specially 
adapted car. 

Milestone 

In the last 11 years he has 
battled to improve his 
mobility and reached a 
milestone in January by 
managing to walk around 
for long periods. 

But he has struggled to 
walk up kerbs and on 
uneven surfaces, which has 
left him “embarrassed” 
when he has fallen over. 

He said: “I’m lucky that I 
have this money to fall back 
on. If it wasn’t for Geoff’s 
fund I would be stuck in my 
wheelchair. I just feel let 
down by the NHS.” 

Mr Parsons is now 
launching an appeal 
against the decision. 

Hilary Walker, director of 
quality at NHS Dudley said: 
“It would be inappropriate 
for me to comment on this 
individual case in detail 
however, I am confident the 
process is fair and robust, 
ensuring that cases are con¬ 
sidered in a consistent way 
and that decisions are made 
on clinical and cost effec¬ 
tiveness.”

Vehicles seized in

A Black Country artist has 
created steel artwork for a new 
£2.6 million hotel to celebrate 
the area’s nailmaking heritage - 
the main industry in the area in 
the 19th century. 

Luke Perry’s four pieces will 
take pride of place outside the 
five-storey Travelodge in Hale¬ 
sowen on the A458 - a main 
route between Stourbridge and 
Birmingham - where they will 
be seen by thousands of com- 
munters. 

The panels have been put up 
above four archway entrances to 
the development, which also 
includes a KFC drive-thru and is 
due to open next month. 

Mr Perry, of Cradley Heath, 
was commissioned by bosses 


who wanted the modern build¬ 
ing to have historical links. 

The pieces, made of shapes of 
16mm steel, depict scenes 
including a nailmaker at work 
and a set of tools. 

They feature quotes from 
American 19th century writer 
Ellihu Burritt’s book Walks in 
the Black Country and its Green 
Borderland, a document of his 
tour around the region’s indus¬ 
trial hubs. 

Mr Perry, aged 27, said: “Some 
of the language is really poetic 
and contrasts well with the 
images. 

“Not many people have heard 
of him but he was the first 
person to use the term “Black 
Country” in print.” 


Concern over 
potholes at 
car park site 

Pedestrians and drivers are being put at risk by a 
pothole cratered car park in the Black Country in desper¬ 
ate need of repair, it has been claimed. 

A campaign has now been launched for work to be 
carried out at the site, in Woods Lane, Quarry Bank, before 
winter sets in. But neither a campaigner nor Dudley 
Council has been able to trace the owner. 

It is the owner of the car park who would be responsible 
for carrying out the work. A wall around the site has also 
fallen down due to decay. 

Resident Lorraine Greenaway, who lives in Brierley Hill, 
has been looking to trace the owner since she fell over a 
slab adjacent to the car park back in 2009. 

She broke her kneecap in the fall which she says could 
have been prevented if a wall had been in place. 

Lye and Wollescote councillor Peter Lowe has joined her 
fight to get the car park repaired as it now poses a risk to 
users - which he fears will only increase in the bad 
weather. 

He said Dudley Council was now looking to trace the 
owner through its land ownership records but there had 
been no result so far. 

Mrs Greenaway, 59, said: “This car park is in a terrible 
mess. It is strewn with potholes and most of the wall 
around it has fallen down. There are shops nearby so the 
car park is used despite being desperately in need of repair. 

“I know a lot of children also pass through it on their 
bikes.” 

Councillor Lowe said: “This is a situation we will be mon¬ 
itoring.” 

Cricket club bonfire 
destroyed by yobs 

Arsonists set alight a pile of wood and pallets that had 
been collected for an upcoming bonfire at a Black Country 
cricket club. 

The 12ft high mound was destroyed by the time firefight¬ 
ers doused the flames at Halesowen Cricket Club. 

Yobs had climbed over a fence into the Grange Road 
grounds and a neighbour raised the alarm when he saw the 
blaze at about 3am. 

Organisers had spent two weeks gathering the wood 
from local firms. 

Club vice-chairman Chris Bissell said he hoped the 
event, which is the club’s biggest fundraiser of the year, 
would still go ahead on November 5. 

“This has never happened during my 15 years at the 
club,” he said.

A Kingswinford engineering 
company is celebrating one of its 
biggest-ever deals after securing 
a £12 million contract to revamp 
a factory in Taiwan. 

Bosses at foundry and casting 
equipment design company 
Mechatherm are now aiming to 
break the £20m turnover barrier 
within two years, which could 
bring about another 15 jobs to 
boost its 55-strong workforce. 


The latest contract win is also 
good news for a string of fabrica¬ 
tion and component companies 
around the Black Country and 
West Midlands.

It is the one time when 
businesses can more or less 
guarantee that they will do 
well regardless of the eco¬ 
nomic situation and we 
don’t want to harm that.” 

The seven-storey car 
park, popular with shoppers 
and visitors to the Crystal 
Leisure Centre, was origi¬ 
nally earmarked for demoli¬ 
tion several years ago after 
a study found £4 million 
would be needed to restore 
it. 

The Crown Centre 
scheme will include a new 
Tesco supermarket.

Around 150 residents 
turned out to have their say in 
a heated meeting over contro¬ 
versial plans for new gipsy 
and traveller sites in Wyre 
Forest. 

The gathering was organised 
after the district council said it 
needed to identify 43 more pitches 
for gipsies and travellers by 2022, 
as well as a site for travelling 
show people. 

Seven potential sites in the district 
are being considered in a consultation 
process which was launched earlier 
this month to give people the chance to 
have their say on the proposals. 

The first in a series of public meet¬ 
ings into the proposals was held last 
Thursday night for people to have 
their say on the site being considered 
in Stourport Road, Bewdley which 
could house up to 15 pitches. 

Flared 

Tempers flared on several occasions 
with one person walking out after 
saying a question they had put to 
councillors and council officials at the 
meeting had not been answered. 

Wyre Forest council chairman 
Stephen Clee also apologised after 
making a “flippant” remark when he 
asked people to stop shouting. 

Among the issues raised by those 
concerned about the plans were that 
the site is in green belt and has been 
deemed a flood risk. 

Worries were also voiced about 
whether it would put people off visit¬ 
ing a nearby beauty spot and that the 
development could affect house prices 
in the area. Among those who spoke 
was resident Richard Styles who 
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asked whether it could pave the way 
for more green belt development in 
the area if this scheme is approved. 

Despite most people being against 
the plans Shirley Nunn spoke in 
favour development saying it would 
give travellers “somewhere to settle 
rather than keep moving place to 
place.” 

The consultation is due to run until 
November 18 and a decision over the 
sites will be made next year. 

Meanwhile a campaign has been 
launched against council plans for 
new gipsy and traveller sitesin Stour¬ 
port. 

Worried 

Members of the Independent Com¬ 
munity and Health Concern (ICHC) 
group are worried the majority of sites 
proposed are in the town. 

They want Wyre Forest District 
Council to look again at the scheme 
and spread out the sites across a wider 
area of the district. 

Seven potential sites in the district 
are being considered as part of a con¬ 
sultation process. 

But the ICHC said four sites were 
being considered in Stourport com¬ 
pared to just two in Kidderminster 
and one in Bewdley. Sites in the town 
are land adjacent to Nunn’s Corner, 
Saiwen, the Gables Yard and farm¬ 
land on St John’s Road. 

The other locations are Stourport 
Road, Bewdley, the former Sion Hill 
School, Kidderminster and the former 
Lea Castle Hospital site, Cookley. 

A public meeting on the Stourport 
sites will be at the town’s civic hall on 
November 2. 
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Robberies may be linked 


Elderly women have been targeted 
in two separate robberies in the Black 
Country which detectives think may 
be linked. 

In both cases the victims, aged 72 
and 76, were approached by a man 
before being robbed. An investigation 
has now been launched. 

The first happened at 5pm on 
October 1 in Enfield Road, Rowley 
Regis, where a 72-year-old woman 
was targeted. 

The victim, who was using a mobil¬ 
ity scooter at the time of the attack, 
was approached by a man who told her 
there was a missing child in the area. 

When she responded, the man then 
leaned forward and snatched the gold 


chains from around her neck. After a 
brief struggle he ran off in the direc¬ 
tion of Bell End. The second attack 
happened a few days later in nearby 
Lawrence Lane, Cradley Heath. 

A 76-year-old woman had just 
visited a fish and chip shop, at around 
12.30pm on October 5, when a man 
walked up to her and asked her for the 
time. 

As the victim moved to check her 
watch the man then grabbed the 
woman’s gold chains from around her 
neck. Police today urged anyone with 
information to contact Sandwell CID 
on 0345 113 5000 or speak to 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.

£4.5m grant 
looking good 
for near future 

A£4.5million grant to help kick start the regeneration of 
Dudley town centre could get the go ahead “in the very near 
future”. 

If granted it is hoped the money will help pave the way 
for schemes including a new link road between Dudley Zoo 
and the Black Country Living Museum. 

Dudley Council has applied for the cash from the Euro¬ 
pean Regional Development Fund as part of a wider pro¬ 
gramme to regenerate Castle Hill worth £15 million which 
is being drawn up with the help of the zoo, the museum, the 
canal trust and the authority’s arms length regeneration 
company New Heritage Regeneration Ltd. 

It is hoped the development will boost visitor numbers at 
the zoo and museum from 600,000 to one million a year, 
create the new link road and prepare land in the area - 
such as the former Gala Bingo building next to the zoo — for 
future leisure/tourism developments. 

The new £6million archive base, which is to be built on 
the former Royal Brierley factory site next to the museum, 
is also part of the scheme. 

A report on the proposals is set to go before Dudley 
Council. 

Councillor Les Jones, leader of the council, said: “We are 
in advance negotiations around a funding package for 
Castle Hill which includes a new access from Tipton Road.” 


MP in reverse call 
over travel scheme 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has secured a debate in 
Parliament in a bid to get the Government to reverse its 
plans to scrap a half-price coach travel scheme. 

Mr Austin is calling upon the Government to rethink 
proposals to scrap the Coach Concessionary Travel 
Scheme. Under the scheme pensioners and disabled trav¬ 
ellers are given a 50 per cent discount on coach travel 
within England and Wales. The Government has 
announced the scheme will end on October 31. 

Figures revealed in September showed 77,000 pension¬ 
ers and disabled people in Dudley and over one million 
across the West Midlands will now face significantly 
higher fares if the decision goes ahead. 

Mr Austin said: “The Government should drop its plans 
to scrap the subsidy. Before the election David Cameron 
pledged to protect subsidised travel for the over 60s. 

“He’s done U-turns before and I’m urging him to change 
his mind about cuts to this travel scheme.”

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Fears on 
new road 
crossing 

Residents have raised fresh fears 
about a new £400 pedestrian crossing 
in Old Hill - the first in the Midlands. 

The scheme features traffic lights 
that stay on red unless the oncoming 
car is going at or below the 30mph 
speed limit. But residents have 
branded the innovative crossing in 
Garratts Lane a dangerous waste of 
money. 

They say the changes could in fact 
cause a crash. 

Lee Bromley, 38, who lives in 
nearby Harvest Road, said: “We want 
the lights back to their original 
setting. I watched the crossing for half 
an hour the other day and watched car 
after car go through the red light.” 

Council worker Glen Gregory, 
whose house in Cross Close backs on 
to Garratts Lane, said the road was 
plagued by speeding drivers and 
admitted something needed to be 
done. 

But he said the new traffic crossing 
was not the answer. “It’s a barmy road 
and it’s only a matter of time before 
someone gets killed, but this will do no 
good at all,” said the 42-year-old. 

Drivers 

“At night when it’s dark, drivers 
don’t care if the lights are on red, they 
just go straight through them. 
Someone could get taken out because 
they think it’s safe to cross when it’s 
not.” 

Train driver and father-of-one 
Adam Worley of Cross Close resident 
agreed, saying: ■ f ‘It’s a waste of money. 
What will happen is the kids will get 
wise to the system. 

“They will slow down and then just 
speed up,” the 40-year-old said. 

Sandwell Council spent £400 to 
adjust the crossing, which is close to 
Willetts Way. It functions as a normal 
crossing during the day and adopts 
the traffic calming setting in the 
evening. 

The decision to alter it was made 
after residents complained about 
speeding. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said: “We 
needed to find a way to help local res¬ 
idents whose lives were being made a 
misery by speeding motorists but 
there wasn’t an obvious solution.” 

He said the impact would be moni¬ 
tored at the end of the year. 

Knife robbers 
target girl, 16 

A teenage girl was threatened with 
a knife and forced to hand over her 
mobile phone in a robbery near Stour¬ 
bridge bus station. 

The 16-year-old victim was 
attacked in Parkfield Road. 

She was approached by two men, 
who demanded she hand over her LG 
phone, before producing a six-inch 
knife. After she gave them the phone, 
the men ran away in the direction of 
Redhill. The robbery happened at 
about 6.40pm on October 15. 

Sergeant Matt Morgan of Dudley 
CID said: “This is a particularly nasty 
robbery which must have been very 
distressing for the victim. 

Both men were white, and in their 
late teens with the first one being 6ft 
3ins. 

The second was wearing a black cap 
and casual clothing.

Historic foundry on 
heritage ‘at risk’ list 


Smethwick’s historic Soho Foundry, considered to be one of 
the most important Industrial Revolution sites in the world, 
has featured in a list of under-threat buildings 
However, it has been named by English Heritage on its annual at 
risk register. The site in Foundry Lane, was built by Matthew Boulton 
and James Watt in 1794 for the construction of their revolutionary 
steam engine. Fears have been raised about the main building, on the 

Soho Foundry site. 

The concern came after 
council bosses admitted 
they are struggling to find a 
use for the empty building. 
It needs repairs which could 
cost millions. 

Other buildings to feature 
on the register include 
Chatterley Whitfield Col¬ 
liery, Stoke on Trent, the 
first pit to produce a million 
tons of coal in a year; 
Stanley Dock, Liverpool, 
the Bowes Railway, Tyne 
and Wear, and Battersea 
Power Station, London. 

English Heritage is bring¬ 
ing out a new set of guidance 
and £2 million in grants to 
help owners protect vacant 
historic buildings until uses 
can be found for them.

One-stop 
help shops 


Three “one-stop shops” aimed at overhauling 
dementia care services in Dudley have opened. 
Hubs have been created at the Roseville Centre, 
Coseley, Brettell Lane Centre, Amblecote and 
Brett Young Centre, Halesowen. 

The move comes as part of a new approach by 
Dudley Council to look after those with the con¬ 
dition. They have been introduced after figures 
showed there were almost 4,000 people in the 
borough with dementia last year - with 
numbers expected to jump to 6,500 by 2030. 

As a result of the changes sufferers will get 
their needs met by a team of professionals 
recruited from the health, social care and volun¬ 
tary sector through one point of access. 

The new service will also link people with 
dementia to advice and information services. 
Advice will be available on areas such as respite 
services, carers support and short break serv¬ 
ices. Dementia advisers and specialist care staff 
will offer care at home and palliative care will 
also be made more readily available. 

The three new “dementia gateways” as they 
are known have opened to the public this 
month. 

Councillor David Vickers at Dudley Council 
said: “The gateways are intended for people 
with a dementia-related need and their carers.” 

He added: “The dementia gateways will 
provide a multi-disciplinary approach.” 


There will also be help for 
heritage rescue groups 
which could be the answer 
for the 60 per cent of build¬ 
ings which cannot be 
reused, typically because 
they have historic machin¬ 
ery or the remains of mining 
operations. The group will 
part-fund a support officer 
to help trusts and groups 
who run sites as visitor 
attractions. 

It will also carry out at 
least 25 projects over the 
next few years to look at 
particular parts of indus¬ 
trial heritage. But it was 
unclear if the Soho Foundry 
would benefit. 

Laura Wilks, of Avery 
Weigh-Tronix which owns 
the foundry, said: “Avery 
Weigh-Tronix has been 
based on the Soho Foundry 
site for more than 100 years. 

“As a company that is 
proud of our heritage, we 
recognise the importance of 
Soho Foundry.”

Region 
‘will live 
longer’ 

Life expectancy in the West Mid¬ 
lands is on the rise, according to latest 
figures. 

A boy born in the region now can 
expect to live to 77.9 years, up from 
76.6 years. 

For girls the average life will be 
82.2 years, a rise from 81.1 years. 

Nationally, life expectancy at birth 
has gone up - from 77 years to 78.2 for 
men and from 81.3 years to 82.3 years 
for women. 

The North/South divide has 
widened further, with children from 
the south statistically having a longer 
life ahead of them than those in Scot¬ 
land and the North. 

The Scottish have the lowest life 
expectancy, reaching the average age 
of 75.8 years for men and 80.4 years 
for women. 

The Office of National Statistics 
said figures show “inequalities 
persist”. 

The variations have been attrib¬ 
uted to a string of social factors which 
include differing lifestyles; alcohol 
consumption, smoking and social 
class. 

Ros Altmann, director of the Saga 
Group which caters for the over 50s 
said: “It is of great concern to see a 
growing gap in life expectancy 
between north and south Britain, 
especially at the moment, when policy 
makers seem to be assuming that 
longer life expectancy is a reality for 
all.” 

School gets 
new principal 

A new principal has been appointed 
at a Cradley Heath school as it moves 
towards academy status. 

Heathfield Foundation Technology 
College was given a notice to improve 
by Ofsted inspectors in January. 

By July Ofsted found good progress 
under acting principal Phillip Weale, 
and council chiefs praised the school’s 
exam results. 

The school is due to become an 
academy, sponsored by the Ormiston 
Trust, a national charity aiming to 
improve prospects for young people, 
next year. 

Now Andrew Burns, currently asso¬ 
ciate principal of Hodge Hill Sports 
and Enterprise College in Birming¬ 
ham, has been appointed to take on 
the leadership of the school in 
Wrights Lane, Sandwell, in January. 

Mr Burns has been at Hodge Hill 
since 2007, following senior roles at 
Wodensborough Community Technol¬ 
ogy College in Wednesbury, 
Lordswood Girls’ School near Bear¬ 
wood, and Hartshill School in War¬ 
wickshire. Speaking about his new 
appointment Mr Burns said: “I am 
delighted.”

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Fears on 
plans for 
pub room 

Fears have been raised that the pro¬ 
posed extension of a function room at 
a Stourbridge pub could lead to resi¬ 
dents being disturbed by “blaring 
music”. 

The Broadway Inn, Norton, was 
recently sold, and speculation has 
mounted among neighbours about 
what it might be used for. The previ¬ 
ous licensees, Jane and Keith 
Johnson, who took over the pub in 
June 2010, closed it in February 
saying they had struggled to make 
ends meet. 

The pub, on the corner of The 
Broadway and Windsor Road, was put 
on the market for £345,000 and Paul 
Reilly, of Christie & Co estate agents, 
confirmed the sale had now been com¬ 
pleted, although he declined to reveal 
who had purchased the building. 

An application has now been made 
to Dudley Council by SEP Properties 
Ltd, of Stone Street, Dudley to extend 
the function room but not to change 
the use of the pub. 

Complaining 

Aletter of objection, from a couple in 
Windsor Road, has been sent to plan¬ 
ners, complaining locals have put up 
with years of noise, litter and nui¬ 
sance. It states: “There are a lot of 
elderly residents in The Broadway, 
Whittington Road, Heath Farm Road 
and Windsor Road who should be able 
to have some peace at night, not the 
blaring music, banging car doors, 
shouting and swearing and people 
sitting talking and smoking until the 
early hours of the morning.” 

Dudley environmental protection 
officers have reported concerns that 
noise from the larger function room 
may adversely affect neighbouring 
residents. They are recommending 
that if the application is approved, the 
building should be constructed in a 
way to prevent excessive noise. 

One local resident, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “I’ve seen pub 
tables outside but when I asked some 
men in vans who were there whether 
they were being taken in or coming 
out they wouldn’t tell me. 

“It’s all very hush hush, although 
from the plans put into the council, it 
doesn’t look like it’s going to change 
from being a pub,” the resident added. 

No-one at SEP Properties was 
available for comment.

Court heard a police heli¬ 
copter was deployed to the 
school between 1.45am and 
1.50am on August 3 after 
residents called 999 to say 
they could see torch lights 
and hear the sound of metal 
being cut at the Curral Road 
school. 

Cameras 

Using heat-seeking 
cameras, police found the 
three defendants hiding 
behind a bush. Hales, was 
found with a small bag of 
cannabis while Priest was 
found with a torch and keys 
to a Citroen van parked 
nearby. Police also recov¬ 
ered two bags containing 
tools and torches. 

The court heard Hales, 
who had pleaded guilty to 
burglary with intent to steal 
and possession of a class B 
drug at an earlier hearing, 
had a number of previous 
convictions — the last being 
for dishonesty in 2008. 

Mr Ranjit Sandhu, 
defending, said: “In the past 
he has had issues with 
drink and this was to 
finance his habit.” 

Ford, 39, of Gill Street in 
Netherton, and Priest, 41, of 
Darby End Road, both 
admitted burglary with 
intent to steal. Chairman of 
the bench Ian Collett told 
Hales: “Because of your 
extensive record of dishon¬ 
esty, only custody is appro¬ 
priate.” Both Ford and 
Priest received 12 month 
community orders and were 
each ordered to pay £85 
costs. Priest was ordered to 
do 120 hours unpaid work.

Campaigners trying to save New Bradley Hall 
in Kingswinford also came along to the event to 
gather more support for their fight. 

Fire Brigade Union West Midlands regional 
secretary Chris Downes chaired the meeting 
and said the time for action had arrived. 

“We are moving forward with plans for 
November 30 as we want to get as many people 
out to rally against the system as it stands,” he 
said. 

“It was the first I’ve heard about the problems 
with the care home closures including New 
Bradley Hall but we will do we can to get the 
message out about their plight. It is a struggle 
for every family out there at the moment and we 
don’t feel the Government is helping.”

A Midland MP has voiced 
concerns over council plans for 
new gipsy and traveller sites. 
Wyre Forest District Council 
says it needs to identify 43 
more pitches for gipsies and 
travellers by 2022, as well as a 
site for travelling show people. 

Seven potential sites in the dis¬ 
trict are being considered in a con¬ 
sultation process which was 
launched recently to give people 
the chance to have their say on the 
proposed developments. Wyre 
Forest MP Mark Gamier says he is 
“deeply concerned”. 

He fears Wyre Forest communities 
could be faced with even more sites for 
travellers and says they already have 
“their fair share”. 

He added: “While I understand the 
importance of providing accommoda¬ 
tion for all types of residents, I am sym¬ 
pathetic with communities who feel 
they are being dumped on by the 
council. 

Strategy 

“Not only am I questioning the 
number of sites that are being sought, 
I am also concerned that the council is 
using an outdated strategy to establish 
how many sites Wyre Forest needs. 

“I will be making my feelings known 
in the consultation and I urge Wyre 
Forest residents to do the same.” 

The sites included are Stourport 
Road Bewdley; former Sion Hill School, 
Kidderminster; Lea Castle Hospital, 
Cookley; land adjacent to Nunn’s 
Corner, Saiwen; The Gables Yard and 
farmland on St John’s Road, all Stour- 
port-on-Severn. 

Council bosses have revealed details 
of public consultation meetings. 

The meetings include Wolverley 
Memorial Hall for the former Sion Hill 
School site, October 31; Stourport Civic 
Hall for the sites at St John’s Farm, 
The Gables Yard, Saiwen and land 
adjacent to Nunn’s Corner, on Novem¬ 
ber 2. A decision is expected next year.

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Homes row solved by tunnel 


A housing estate will be built in the 
grounds of a stately home after a row 
over wildlife at the site was resolved. 

A special tunnel will be dug to 
accommodate wildlife at Wordsley 
Manor when the houses are con¬ 
structed. 

The proposals were given the go- 
ahead by Dudley planning chiefs 
despite objections from more than 
100 residents. 

And some councillors at a recent 
meeting said the manor house would 
be “desecrated” by the development. 

The scheme has faced stiff opposi¬ 
tion from conservation body Natural 
England which said rare slow worms 
and bat roostings could be at risk. 


The council’s development control 
committee deferred making a deci¬ 
sion nine months ago to give develop¬ 
ers Selbourne Homes the chance to 
work out ways to preserve wildlife. 

A “corridor” will be dug out through 
the grounds in Meadowfields Close, 
covered in metal grids for animals to 
nest in, while holes will be cut into 
walls for creatures to crawl through. 

The plans were passed by five votes 
to four at the meeting, with council¬ 
lors suggesting the 14 new homes 
would not fit in with the 18th century 
house. 

Developers will pay £400,000 
towards Wordsley Manor’s restora¬ 
tion under conditions of planning per¬ 


mission. Owner Christopher Firm- 
stone, aged 73, has previously said 
the cash is vital to keep the site in his 
family’s hands after 160 years. 

But Councillor Geoffery Southall 
said: “I understand his desperation 
but this seems to be a case of selling 
the family silver. It will leave this his¬ 
toric home with a housing estate 
outside its back door. We should be 
preserving the manor house for 
future generations not desecrating 
it.” 

Twelve letters of objection and a 
petition of 106 signatures were 
handed into the council. Residents’ 
concerns included lack of parking in 
nearby streets. 


Vicar gets 
involved in 
campaign 

A Stourport vicar has 
teamed up with the Church 
of England’s mental health 
group to campaign to 
increase awareness among 
congregations across the 
country. 

Rev Eva McIntyre, of St 
Michael and All Angels 
Church, is now working 
with the Time to Change 
campaign to help people 
understand more about the 
affects of mental health 
problems. 

The scheme will be pro¬ 
viding ideas and informa¬ 
tion packs to help churches 
plan services on the theme 
of mental health. 

“Statistics tell us that one 
in four people in the UK will 
suffer from a form of mental 
illness during their lives 
and that statistic is based 
just on the people who go to 
the GP for help, so the real 
figure is probably even 
higher,” she said. 

“Churches are seen as 
places where support and 
acceptance can be found, so 
we really need to educate 
ourselves about these 
issues,” she added. 


Mayor is blindsided for cause 


The Mayor of Dudley, 

Councillor Michael Evans, 
faced a daunting walk 
through the streets - blind¬ 
fold. 

He was helping Sedgley’s 
Beacon Centre for the Blind 
and Dudley Lions Club to 
raise awareness for World 
Sight Day. 

Councillor Evans, aged 
70, donned some special 
adapted spectacles that 
completely blocked out light 
to get an insight into what it 
is like for someone who is 
blind. 

He walked from the 
Mayor’s Parlour at Dudley 
Council House about 300 
yards to the Beacon 
Centre’s Retro-Spective 
shop in New Street to buy a 
99p Christmas card. 

“You can get very worried 
when you walk along and 
come across a kerb and fight 
your way through parked 
cars,” said Councillor 
Evans. 

“Your whole world col¬ 
lapses around you. It must 
be terrible, when you are 
used to sight, to suddenly 
lose it.”

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More midwives are taken on 


Five extra midwives have been 
recruited by health chiefs at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital as birth rates 
continue to soar. 

New figures show there have been 
2,566 births at the hospital between 
April and September this year. 

Just over 4,900 were recorded in 
the financial year 2010/11 up from 
3,777 in 2002/2003. 

The closure of Sandwell Hospital’s 
maternity unit, ahead of the opening 
of a new midwife-led birthing centre 
in Smethwick, is one of the reasons 
for the increase in babies born at Rus¬ 
sells Hall. Plans have also been in the 
pipeline to cap the number of births 
at the hospital to “maintain safe oper¬ 
ating levels” but bosses say they are 


now considering options to increase 
capacity at the site instead. 

Figures released by The Dudley 
Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust show 414 births were recorded 
in April, 421 in May, 444 in June, 438 
July, 421 in August and 428 in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Increase 

Chief executive of The Dudley 
Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust Paula Clark said: “Our mater¬ 
nity unit continues to be a popular 
choice for mums-to-be and, with the 
closure of Sandwell Maternity Unit 
and birth rates continuing to 
increase, we are still seeing an 
increased number of women choosing 


to have their babies at Russells Hall 
Hospital. “We have invested in the 
employment of more midwives and 
recently recruited a further five who 
are due to start soon. 

“We are looking into the feasibility 
of increasing capacity within the 
maternity department to meet the 
increase in demand.” 

The hospital currently has in the 
region of 175 midwives. 

Figures released earlier this year 
showed 28 per cent of all women 
applying to have their baby in Dudley 
are now from Sandwell. 

In the last three months of 2010/11 
there was an increase of 69.7 per cent 
in bookings from Sandwell women on 
the same period in 2009/10.

A popular Black Country 
street market will be 
extended - but the plans 
have been scaled back after 
complaints that local shops 
could be hit. 

Halesowen’s farmers and 
craft market will be allowed 
an extra 10 stalls by Dudley 
Council licensing chiefs. 

But they rejected an 
application to hold the 
market in the town centre 
every week. 

The farmers’ market runs 
on alternate Saturdays 
throughout the year and is 
very restricted as to the 
types of goods which can be 
sold. 

The council’s licensing 
committee heard that the 
Victorian Street Fair or the 
Christmas Market could be 
hit if a larger market took 
place every Saturday. 

The committee said they 
would review the situation 
in six months. 

Market boss Dermot 
McGillicuddy said later: 
“This was a positive deci¬ 
sion and it will go a long way 
to improving what the 
market has to offer.” 


Pub in spirit to get pedalling 


Fundraisers at a Black 
Country pub will clock up 
more than 900 miles on an 
exercise bike to bring in 
cash for two charities. 

Regulars at the Jolly 
Crispin, Clarence Street, 
Upper Gornal, will stage the 
cycling challenge over the 
next two weeks with the aim 
of raising nearly £1,000. 

It will be split between 
Sedgley’s Beacon Centre for 
the Blind and the Help for 
Heroes charity, which sup¬ 
ports servicemen and 
women injured in conflicts. 

People taking part in the 
competition have signed up 
to complete a certain 
number of miles on the exer¬ 
cise bike. Between them 
they aim to cover the dis¬ 
tance between Lands End 
and John o’ Groats, around 
985 miles. They need to be 
sponsored £1 for every mile 
they complete. 

The competition got 
under way last week with 
Karen Gullick, from the 
Beacon Centre, among the 
first to get on the bike and 
complete her part of the 
event. 

She cycled 20 miles which 
was then marked out on a 
map at the pub to chart the 
route between Land’s End 
and John O’ Groats.

Centre parking fees 
‘would be a disaster’

Parking charges at the Merry Hill Shop¬ 
ping Centre would spell disaster for the 
region’s economy, driving shoppers else¬ 
where, campaigners have warned. 

The free parking at the Brierley Hill centre 
could be withdrawn in as little as two years 
under council-imposed restrictions which 
mean the centre cannot expand unless charges 
are introduced. 

Critics say shoppers often travel from further 
afield attracted by the unlimited free parking — but 
this custom could be lost if the incentive is removed. 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly has spoken out 
about the proposals, and said he will be meeting 
with senior managers at the Westfield-owned mall 
and bosses at the company headquarters in London 
in the hope of finding a way around the restrictions. 

“I am opposed, on principle, to the introduction of 
parking charges at the Merry Hill and will be taking 
the matter up with Westfield’s management,” he 
said. 

“This has included site visits and also a meeting 
at their UK head office in London.” 

Discourage 

Brierley Hill ward councillor Rachel Harris has 
also voiced concerns, calling on the council to 
rethink the demands. 

“I don’t think anything which might discourage 
shoppers from coming along to spend, in this 
economy, is a very good idea,” she said. 

“The economy has changed since the time the deci¬ 
sion was made, and I don’t think anyone anticipated 
we would be facing the kind of global and local reces¬ 
sion that we are in now.” She said one of her primary 
fears for local people concerned potential issues with 
people clogging surrounding streets to park for free. 

“It’s bad enough as it is at the moment, especially 
around Christmas when the car parks get full and 
people spill over,” she said. 

“There are some people who will not pay to park - 
and if it’s this bad when the centre offers free 
parking, I dread to think how it will be if charges are 
introduced.” 

Centre bosses revealed last month that talks had 
begun on multi-million pound expansion plans. 

Deputy council leader Tim Wright said the council 
had developed the policy alongside other Black 
Country councils. 

“As set out in the Black Country joint core strat¬ 
egy, a condition of any significant extra retail space 
is that the owners would need to implement a car 
parking charging system similar to comparable 
centres,” he said.

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School-run parents hit by fines 


Scores of parents across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire have been 
fined for illegally parking outside 
schools in just five weeks as police 
and councils crack down on the 
problem. 

Motorists are being handed £70 
fines when they are caught parking 
on zig-zags and double yellow lines 
despite being banned from parking 
there during school hours. In Dudley 
eight fines were handed out, in 
Sandwell 27 have been penalised 
since the school year started in Sep¬ 
tember and 26 in Wolverhampton. 

Elsewhere, five fines were handed 
out in Cannock, eight in Walsall, 


eight in Dudley and two in Stafford. 

Council chiefs and police insist they 
are trying to protect the public. 

Cars have been clogging up roads 
outside Manor Way, Huntingtree, 
Lutley, Howley Grange and Caslon 
primary schools in Halesowen. 

Police community support officers 
were first drafted in before the 
summer holidays to try to stem the 
problem. 

Congested roads outside Black¬ 
wood Primary School in Walsall have 
also caused problems, forcing buses 
up on to pavements to get around the 
vehicles. Pupils at Whetstone Field 
Primary, Aldridge raised cash for 


four special warning signs so teach¬ 
ers and pupils could do their own 
patrols during rush hour. 

Anew £25 million learning campus 
in Wolverhampton at the site of the 
King’s C of E School has seen issues 
caused by traffic arriving at The 
King’s School and neighbouring 
Woodthorne Primary. 

Sandwell Councillor Derek Rowley 
said child safety was a “top priority”. 
He added: “We have warned people 
that it is illegal to park outside 
schools and that is why there are 
yellow zig-zag lines to indicate no 
parking between 8am and 4pm 
Monday to Friday.”

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Motorists targeted 
over illegal rat-run

New traffic surveys are to be carried 
out near an illegal rat-run in Dudley 
used by up to 6,000 commuters a day 
as part of a bid to clear the car-clogged 
street. 

People living in Blackacre Road have 
been complaining to police and Dudley 
Council for years about motorists using 
the street. Drivers were banned from the 
road except to access homes in 2002, but 
motorists have been flouting the order. 

Plans were drafted this year to solve the 
problem by turning two roads into cul-de-sacs 
and making another one-way. 

However, council chiefs declared no work 
would be carried out until further investiga¬ 
tions could take place. 

They decided they wanted to look at the 
traffic in the surrounding areas before making 
a final decision on what work to carry out and it 
was difficult to do that while long-running road¬ 
works at the nearby Burnt Tree Island junction, 
which finished earlier this year, were being 
carried out. 

Now council bosses have revealed they hope 
to complete the traffic surveys before the end of 
this year. 

Difficult 

Councillor Patrick Harley, said: “There are 
issues associated with through traffic along 
Blackacre Road and in the surrounding areas 
that were difficult to assess while work contin¬ 
ued at Burnt Tree junction. 

“Now that work at Burnt Tree is complete, 
surveys will be carried out and are likely to be 
completed by the start of December. These 
results will then need to be analysed before any¬ 
thing can be put forward for public considera¬ 
tion.” 

The proposal put forward earlier this year 
was to close Blackacre Road between Shedden 
Street and Dando Road and make Paradise one¬ 
way towards Douglas Road. 

The council also planned to turn Shedden 
Street into a cul-de-sac. 

The aim was to cut the amount of traffic using 
Blackacre Road after a survey revealed 500 
vehicles used the route in a weekday peak hour. 

But residents living in nearby Rollason Road 
and Douglas Road claimed it will simply shift 
the problem with through traffic using their 
streets, making lives a misery.

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Councils putting freeze on tax 


All except two councils in the West 
Midlands have agreed to freeze 
council tax next year. Dudley council 
has yet to make a decision. 

Councils have been awarded a 
grant from the government equiva¬ 
lent to a 2.5 per cent council tax 
increase if they freeze the levy on res¬ 
idents. 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones 
said freezing council tax for one year 
could mean a bigger increase the year 
after and said the council was 
“keeping an open mind” on all 
options. “We need to get more infor¬ 
mation from the government,” he 
said. “If it turns out that financial 


pressures are such that by introduc¬ 
ing the freeze next year, we have to 
increase tax by even more the year 
after, we may not take on the freeze. 

“We would love to freeze it again, 
but we have to make sure it’s in the 
best long-term interest of the 
borough.” 

Meanwhile, Wyre Forest District 
Council is also undecided. A 
spokesman said that while it was 
“strongly considering” the freeze it 
would not make any definite deci¬ 
sions until February. 

Councils in Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Sandwell have all voted 
to accept the deal, accepting grants 


totalling around £7.5 million — the 
equivalent of a 2.5 per cent increase 
across the areas. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “People are having hard 
times at the moment — every penny in 
their pockets is important.” 

But he warned the council would be 
forced to impose an increase the fol¬ 
lowing year if the grant did not con¬ 
tinue. 

Staffordshire County Council 
leader Philip Atkins also revealed 
that the council had accepted the deal 
to freeze tax. “We want to ease pres¬ 
sure on our residents as much as we 
can,” he said. 


£ 10,000 
to boost 
air quality 

Almost £10,000 has been 
handed over to Dudley 
Council to improve air 
quality around schools and 
colleges. 

Borough bosses say they 
want to use the £9,900 
handed over by the Govern¬ 
ment to raise awareness of 
the issue among motorists. 

It will also support the 
work of the council’s air 
quality action plan by pro¬ 
moting good driving tech¬ 
niques which minimise air 
pollution. 

An awareness campaign 
is set to be launched as part 
of the existing safer routes 
to school programme which 
encourages the use of 
walking and using public 
transport to get to school. 

It will try and convince 
parents not to leave their 
engines running around 
schools and colleges when 
they are doing the school 
run.

Calendar Girls, Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 


Tim Firth's warm and funny play based 
on the true story of a Yorkshire Women's 
Institute who posed nude for a calendar in 
aid of leukaemia research has, like the 
naked calendar, become a phenomenon. 

The UK's most successful touring pro¬ 
duction, which has proved an even bigger 
box office than the hit movie it is derived 
from, is coming to the end of its four-year 
trek around the theatres of the nation, 
which has given actresses of a certain age 
the chance to join a great girls' night out. 

The fact that ladies of a certain age still 
fill theatres to see it, this time on the 
play's fourth visit to the West Midlands, is 
a testament to its enduring appeal. 

Loose Woman and original cast member 
Lynda Bellingham returns to the role of 
Chris, the main force behind the calendar 
idea, and strikes an immediate chord with 
the audience. Jan Harvey sensitively plays 
the role of her best friend Annie. It is the 
death of her popular husband John which 
inspires the fundraising and his gradual 
decline due to cancer is poignantly por¬ 
trayed by Joe McGann. 

The star-studded cast also features Rula 
Lenska as Celia, the trophy wife with the 
racy past whose major attributes require 
“considerably bigger buns” to preserve her 
modesty; Ruth Madoc as the disapproving 


WI chief; Jennifer Ellison as Scouse single 
mum Cora; and Coronation Street actor 
Bruno Langley, confusingly cast in dual 
roles as the photographer and a TV com¬ 
mercial director. 

The two best performances were from 
lesser-known actresses, Debbie Chazen as 
the confidence-lacking Ruth, who becomes 
the mouse who roars (something unprint¬ 
able) at Camilla Dallerup's patronising 
beautician; and June Watson as retired 
teacher Jessie, who has some of the wisest 
and wittiest lines, including the stipula¬ 
tion that there must be "no front bottoms" 
revealed. 

Nudity is only glimpsed and tastefully, 
comically done, and the laugh-out-loud 
first act has a more poignant second act, in 
which the amazing international success 
of the calendar causes a rift between the 
friends. 

The set looks a little tired and creaky 
but it is supposed to be a village hall and 
they usually are tired and creaky. 

Get ready for another round of Calendar 
Girls fever next year when amateur com¬ 
panies get the rights to peform the play... 
in the meantime catch this version while 
you can but there aren't many tickets left. 
It finishes at the Grand on Saturday.

Hopes that a historic Black 
Country social club could 
reopen have been dashed 
because the site has been 
bought by investors in London. 

Brierley Hill Labour Club has 
stood empty since it closing last 
year after more than 70 years 
when profits began to plummet. It 
was recently sold for £215,000 at 
auction. 

Administrators assured locals the 
mystery buyers wanted to keep it as a 
club. 

But now they have put the derelict 
site up for let and have admitted it may 
not remain as a business premises. 

Stuart Doolittle, of letting agents 
Lex Allan, said the two London-based 
investors, who want to remain anony¬ 
mous, are looking at “all options” for 
the site. 

Restaurant 

He said: “They are very open-minded 
in terms of what can go in there. 

“Ideally we would like it to become a 
restaurant but there is no restriction 
on what it could be. They are now 
looking specifically at it being a pub or 
club.” 

There have been two viewings at the 
site but no-one has expressed interest 
of moving in, he said. 

Residents said last week they felt 
“disappointed” that the building may 
not be a licensed premises. 

Jim Charles, aged 68, of Talbot 
Street, said: “When it was sold it all 
sounded really positive and we hoped it 
would be a club for us all to visit again. 

“It’s an eyesore so anything that can 
be done will be an improvement. 

“But this was such a historic place 
that it will be a shame to see it lose its 
character.” 

The club, which was founded in the 
1930s, was often packed on election 
nights and was used for Labour Party 
meetings until the late 1990s. 

It went into administration after it 
started losing thousands.

A young entrepreneur who set up 
his own chocolate firm when he was 12 
years old is seeing business boom 
internationally. Louis Barnett has sold 
29,000 bars of chocolate in just 90 days 
since launching in Mexico in June. 

The 19-year-old, of Enville Road,

Kinver, has also signed a deal to export 
thousands of products to 13 states 
across America. Louis is the founder of 
Chokolit, which makes quality choco¬ 
late for specialist food shops, deli¬ 
catessens and other retail outlets. 

The family-run firm has five employ¬ 
ees, including his parents, Phil 
and Mary. At the moment he is 
travelling around Mexico 
giving talks to universities and 
business seminars before 
meeting up with a supplier 
from Singapore later this 
month. He is hoping to move 
into the Asian market and 
there are hopes the company 
could become “world famous” in 
the coming months. 

He said: “In the UK I’d signed 
20 autographs in my life, but at 
the Chocolate Fest event in 


Mexico I signed 4,000. In two years 
India will be the biggest chocolate con¬ 
sumer in the world so we are always 
looking to expand.” 

After dropping out of school at 11, 
Louis, who suffers from dyslexia and 
dyspraxia, began by supplying prod¬ 
ucts to supermarket chain Waitrose. 

But he has seen sales fall in the UK 
in recent months so has decided to 
target overseas markets where he does 
not have to compete with large brands. 

He signed a deal earlier this year to 
supply a US distributor with 37,000 
bars of chocolate after exhibiting at the 
Fancy Fine Food Fair in New York. 

Now 89 huge department stores in 
Mexico are stocking the chocolate, 
with another 20 interested. 

His mother, Mary, who works on 
marketing for the firm, said: “We are so 
proud of him.” 


Coroner 

adjourns 

hearing 

A coroner has called for 
more information on the 
death of a man who was 
found in woodland after 
being missing for a week. 

Mark Butler, aged 46, was 
discovered by police near 
his home on land off Over¬ 
field Road, Dudley - just 
yards from the Bushey 
Fields Hospital where he 
had been treated for depres¬ 
sion and schizophrenia. 

An inquest heard he had 
taken an overdose of anti¬ 
psychotic drug Clozapine. 

An empty bottle of brandy 
was found next to his body 
but there was no alcohol in 
his system, said Dr Swapna 
Ghosh. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain adjourned 
the hearing at Dudley Coro¬ 
ners Court after Mr Butler’s 
mother complained about 
his care. Mr Balmain told 
her to list her concerns and 
send them to him. 

He would then decide 
whether to call any mental 
health staff to attend. 


Landlord calls time on slide 


A pub landlord has taken 
down a giant slide at the 
centre of a long-running 
dispute after temporary plan¬ 
ning permission expired. 

John Coombes has called 
time on the 9ft slide at The 
Summerhouse, Gospel End 
Road, Sedgley. 

It brings to an end years of 
fighting to keep the slide 
after neighbours complained 
about the levels of noise and 
its use. 

But he still plans to have a 
slide at the site next summer 
- in an inflatable version. 

Mr Coombes was granted 
temporary permission for the 
attraction by South Stafford¬ 
shire Council in 2009, but the 
period has now expired. 

The landlord said while he 
had been given the option to 
resubmit an application to 
keep the slide he simply did 
not have the resources to 
start the process again. 

“It would be like starting 
from scratch,” he 
said.“Nothing has changed 
from when the application 
was approved in 2009 but we 
would have to submit exactly 
the same plans and go 
through the same process all 
over again.”

What will add most 


value to your home? 


AN extension or loft 
conversion which 
creates a double bed¬ 
room with its own bath¬ 
room can increase the 
value of a home by 
nearly a quarter (23 per 
cent) - and is the single 
most effective home 
improvement project 
which most owners can 
carry out, says a survey. 

New research by 
Nationwide Building 
Society suggests a 10 per 
cent increase in floor 
space adds 5 per cent to 
the price of a typical 
home, but that an extra 
bedroom is usually a 
more effective use of your 
money than moving. 

Critical 

While moving up from a 
three-bedroom house to a 
four-bedroom, two-bath¬ 
room property costs an 
average £40,000, a loft con¬ 
version or other extension 
can be accomplished for 
possibly £30,000 to £35,000. 

But the extra bathroom is 
the critical point. An extra 
bedroom, by itself, adds only 
12 per cent to average price. 

Nationwide figures show 
the gap in value between 
three and four-bedroom 
homes widens as buyers 
come southwards. In Scot¬ 
land it is £39,107, the north 
£35,629 and in the north west 
it is £32,756. 

In the East Midlands, the 
gap is the lowest in the 
country at £31,710, but in 
London, the price gap is 
nearly £91,000 - and in the

south east it is £42,017. So 
the more expensive the 
homes in your area, the 
stronger the case for home 
extension - if you have the 
space and the plans to do it in 
a way that will impress a sub¬ 
sequent buyer. 

As the number of home- 
owners prepared to put their 
homes on sale is falling, 
extending an existing home 
could become increasingly 
attractive to many. 

Builders, short of work, 
offer competitive quotes, 
while the 30 per cent surge in 
remortgages confirmed by 
the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders suggests many 
homeowners could have 


raised finance for building 
work. 

In July, Nationwide said a 
record 19 per cent of further 
advances given to existing 
borrowers were used to pay 
for structural improvements, 
such as extensions and loft 
conversions. More than 10 
per cent of its remortgages 
were also used to help fund 
similar structural work. 

Spare 

Nationwide also found 
many people live in homes 
which are already too big for 
them. 

Some 84 per cent of owner- 
occupied homes have at least 
one spare bedroom. Some 47 


per cent are actually classi¬ 
fied as ‘under-occupied’, 
meaning they have two or 
more spare bedrooms. 

Nationwide’s report also 
says energy efficiency is an 
issue set to loom larger in 
buyers’ minds, with govern¬ 
ment figures suggesting 
more than 19 million homes 
could benefit from at least 
one of the cost effective 
improvements recom¬ 
mended through the energy 
performance certificate now 
required when a home is sold. 

Improvements in this area 
include loft insulation, cavity 
wall insulation and better 
boilers for more efficient 
heating systems.

The perfect conditions for 
decorating the exterior of 
your home are dry, warm and 
overcast weather, as high 
temperatures can cause 
paint to blister. 

Use good quality paint 
suitable for exterior walls. 
Look for products with 
added extras, such as fungi¬ 
cide to inhibit mould growth, 
and that come with a guaran¬ 
tee.

FOR those waiting to join the smartphone revolution but 
put off by high prices and long, locked in contracts... Voda¬ 
fone look like providing the new entry level. 

Their functional, no-nonsense own brand 858 does most 
of what other phones two or three times the price do, but 
currently at a reasonable £75 and on pay-as-you-go rather 
than contract. 

If you want great stylish looks and every single one of the 
latest whistles and bells delivered at lightning fast proces¬ 
sor speeds, look elsewhere and pay for the privilege. But if 
you are prepared to make a few small sacrifices for 
economy, such as a slightly cramped screen and on-screen 
keyboard that’s a tad fiddly and takes up that screen space, 
consider the 858. 

It is touchscreen driven and comfortably handles all the 
main tasks of a smartphone. It runs Android 2.2 so you can 
download apps, can link up to the net and other phones via 
Wi-Fi, Bluetooth and USB, and it plays and records video. 

The camera is a basic 2 megapixel job and the 130mb 
onboard memory may become exhausted by heavy users, 
though there is a micro SD slot for additional memory. 
There’s also an FM radio. 

But if money’s tight and you are eager to download the 
latest apps like your mates, and keep tabs on them with 
Twitter and Facebook, and have the opportunity to do some 
internet browsing, this is a good option. 

For smartphone users who expect the full fat Android 
experience, HTC’s new and improved Wildfire S is a better 
option at around £145, free on some contracts. 

This revamp of an established favourite has upped the 
resolution of the LCD screen to 320x480 and the screen 
display is a generous 3.2in on which to see those sharply 
detailed icons, pictures and text. It packs a better and 
quicker processor which means much quicker load times 
when browsing the web and only the most memory hungry 
apps cause any appreciable lagging. 

The five megapixel camera is still better than most of the 
budget to medium priced opposition, and with a modern 
chipset and using Google’s mobile OS, it’s a lot lighter on 
battery power than you might expect.
